In Tribes and Temples, four lines of text 
appearing beneath the illustration of 
Monument 27 (Blom and La Farge 1927, 
fig. 252) were obviously misplaced by the 
printers, for they pertain to Monument 22. 
This has led Becquelin and Baudez (1982, 
part 2, p. 839) to give an erroneous locus 
of discovery for this monument, which is 
in fact unknown.
